Washington—C4>)—So many compar- 


isons have often, been made between 


- the leadership of the old pre-war days 
in the senate and the supposed lack 
of leadership in present-day affairs in 
the upper house that an analysis of 
just what has happened in the present 
session in this respect is pertinent. 


The tax bill which has just been put 


through conference successfully was 
one of, the most difficult pieces of legis- 
lation that congress has passed this 
year. The leadership of Senator Smoot, 
chairman of tHo senate' finance com- 
jnittee, was responsible for not only 
numerous compromises but the steer- 
ing 'of the bill quickly through both 
the senate and the conference com-, 
mittee. 
In fact, 
after 
the senate 


''passed the bill, inserting numerous 
changes, the measure -was in confer- 
ence a shorter time than any tax bill 
since the war. This was due to the 
fact that the Utah senator shaped his 
course in the senate with an idea to 
•what could be accomplished in 
the 


conference committee of both houses. 
The one error which the senate made 
in including1 the clause with'reference 
to the publicity, of income tax returns 
came because of the absence of sev- 
eral senators and was promptly cor- 
rected 
when the 
conference report 


came back to the senate and the full 
membership of the upper house had 
an opportunity to express itself. 


CRITICIZE REVENUE BILL^ 


While the new revenue bill is sub- 


ject to a. good deal of criticism it is 
on the whole going to be regarded as 
much better than nothing, especially 
the prospects at on© time were -that 
tax legislation would be lost in the 
shuffle.' The administrative provisions 
of the new law are not likely to be 
•widely, understood until the tax law- 
yers of the country have had an op- 
portunity to sift out some of the new 
ideas in it, but the 'dropping of the 
house provision which would have pre- 
vented consolidated returns for corpor- 
ations was perhaps the most confusing 
section with which the business inter- 
cts would have had to contend and in

the sense that it has now been omitted 
altogether many corporation treasur- 
ers will breathe easier. 


The plan of the house to give a re- 


duction to persons in the so-called mid- 
dle brackets, having incomes between 
?20,000 and $80,000, fell by the way- 
side, but undoubtedly enough senti- 
ment has been created in its favor so 
that the next revision of the revenue 
laws will include some material relief 
to that particular group. 


Broadly speaking-, the whole tax law 


has been aimed this time more to aft 
feet indirect taxation than direct. Cor- 
poration taxes, for instance, have been 
reduced partly because of the belief of 
members of congress that the holders 
of securities arc very numerous now- 
adays.' Also the automobile tax has 
been repealed so that the net cost to 
the new purchaser of a motor will be 
lower by the amount of the tax hereto- 
fore paid. Greater exemption in the 
payment of club dues and admissions 
•were aimed at the large number of 
voters who look to the golf links or 
the theaters for amusement and rccre- 
ntion. 


HARD TO AGREE 


With tho many groups and coalitions 


of a make-shift character that develop 
nowadays in congress, it is hard to 
set agreement even on important legis-; 
lation which it would seem would have' 
easy sailing. Senator Curtis of Kan- 
sas, the Republican leader, whose per- 
sonality is tho kind that makes friends 
and calmly reconciles opposing groups, 
has had during the past session, an 
opportunity to demonstrate that while 
tho new leadership may not be spec- 
tacular it is nevertheless 
effective.

The next general point to consider 


is that there are many who think a 
score toward game justifies a declara- 
tion 
with 
less than conventional 


strength. This is most unsound. The 
main purpose of an" initial one-bid is 
to give the partner information by 
showing as fully as possible the char- 
acter of the bidder's holding. If a play- 
er holding A-Q-x-x-x in Spades and lio 
side strength, should feel that a Spade 
was justified because he had a score of 
12 and was 2 tricks nearer game than 
ho would bo with a love score, the 
partner could not tell whether it was 
a bid made merely because of the 
score, or a bid that would have been 
justified without a score. The ques- 
tion, of whether the side of the bidder 
has a scoro toward game should not 
affect an initial declaration of one. If 
it is proper to make a one-bid at a 
love score, it is equally proper to 
make the same bid with the 
same 


cards if the bidder's side were 10 or 20 
toward game. Conversely, having a 
scoro does not make a bid sound which 
would be unsound at a love score.

"Undesirables" Are Shipped 


East Where They Find a 
Ready Market 


Hundreds of fish, so many that the 


nets were pulled up with difficulty by 
six fishermen, were taken 
from the 


lower Fox river, back of the Appleton 
Toy and Furniture company buildings 
Friday afternoon. 


Commercial fishermen are continu- 


ing to pull out the "fresh-water sal- 
mon" to be shipped east where they 
are relished for their white meat. To 
Fox river valley people, however, they 
are-nothing but tho plain old sheep- 
head 'and carp and can be heard flop- 
ping around m the mud along 
the 


shore, day and night. 


Xot only are carp and sheephead 


pulled out, but plenty of white bass 
and pickerel, along with a big green 
dog fish or so.. The fith are sorted and 
game fish thrown back into the river. 


The fishermen arc known as "com- 


mercial" because they are paid by the 
Mate to clean out undesiriablc 
fish. 


They set their nets in the shallow wa- 
ters of the Fox, and a day or two la- 
ter, -when pulled up, they are filled 
with carp and sheephead.

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MORE VETOES EXPECTED 


Congress has passed the Muscle Shoals 


bill and the house has passed the Boulder 
Dam bill. It looks as though the latter 
might go through the senate, despite a 
filibuster. A filibuster against the Muscle 
Shoals measure was finally broken. These 
two measures if»enacted would cost the 
government $170,QOO,000 to start with. It 
is estimated that the ultimate cost with- 
in the next thirty years would 
exceed 


$500,000,000, not including $140,000,000 
already expended on the Muscle Shoals 
plants. 


It is said at Washington President Coo- 


Jidge is certain to veto the Muscle Shoals 
bill, which provides for government oper- 
ation of the power and nitrate plants. The 
administration has stood out firmly for 
private operation of this property. Gov- 
ernment operktion is attractive in theory, 
but we have to face the probability of its 
demoralization and excessive cost as the 
inevitable toll of politics. Moreover, a 
congress which will pass the 
Boulder 


Dam projects can hardly be trusted to en- 
act any legislation. It is a mark either of 
incompetency or of untrustworthiness. 
Fortunately we have in the White house 
a man who is not afraid to use the veto, 
and who has no political ambition that 
must be watered by compromises Avith 
unscrupulous politicians. 


AFTER AMERICAN TOURISTS 
Canadians sometimes express fear of 


being gobbled up by 
American capital. 


But they {worry less and less about that, 
as American tourists throng in and 
sprinkle their 
money through all the 


channels of Dominion trade. There.is no 


«, 


peril in that money—nothing but prosper- 
ity and a good effect on the trade balance 
and exchange rate. The sum spent in that 
fashion last year amounted to $260,000,- 


000. 
This year it will probably reach 


$300,000,000. 
That 
business is drawn 


partly by the liquor differential between 
the two countries, more by the attraction 
of the' country as a vacation playground, 
and still more by the friendliness-of the 
people and the intelligent efforts of Ca- 
nadian officials and business men to at- 
tract tourists. 


Mexico is taking a leaf out of Canada's 


book, and will be getting her own proper 
quota of tourist traffic and trade as soon 
as she improves her roads a little more, 
and make her country safe to the visitors. 
She is making a special point of welcom- 
ing Americans, after a long tourist mora- 
torium. She offers a reasonable guarantee 
against being held up by bandits, and a 
six months' permit for the tourist's car 
without any expense or red tape.. That 
sort of trip will look more attractive sev- 
eral months from now. Canada and Mex- 
ico should naturally divide the winter and 
summer seasons, among such Americans 
as feel the need of going away from home 
for their fun in spite of all the varied at- 
tractions their own land affords.

. Large statistics .such as 'the mortality tables of 
the United States census buicau Indicate that the 
death rate from dhca&cs that we undcistand hai 
steadily declined In the last 30 or 40 years, the death 
rate from diseases we do not understand has ap- 
parently Increased In the same period.

aneurism. The cardlo-vascular part is fair enough 
—it means heart and artery; but the degeneration 
part is obsolete, misleading and discouraging to the 
medical student who would shake oft the forbidding 
influence of pessimism and strive to Icain something 
about these diseases of mature and elderly people. 
So let us discard the "degeneration" idea becausu 
it is only a pathological error, and call this group 
of diseases just caidiova&cular disca.se. 


One of the 
favorite pastimes of physicians is 


orating or listening to orations about the marvelous 
progress medicine has made in. the past choose your 
number of generations or years. This advancement 
is confined to the prevention or cure of diseases we 
understand. In regard to the diseases we don't'un- 
derstand very Avcll medicine stands today precisely 
where it was years ago. as nearly as one can ascer- 
tain by a study of medical literature. In other words 
we know no. more now about the nature, cause,

or 
treatment of chronic nephritis 


(Dright's disease), or apoplexy (cerebral hemor-

From the mortality statistics it would seem that 


cancer on the one hand, and cardiovascular disease 
on the other, are increasing in prevalence or fre- 
quency from year to'year, but in my judgment this 
Is a false deduction and I believe the apparent in- 
crease of these diseases is fully accounted for by 
the more accurate diagnosis .of our times and the 
greater reluctance of modern health authorities to 
accept ambiguous or indefinite terms like "break- 
down," "exhaustion from overwork" and "paraly- 
sis" as the cause of death.in-the-physician's certi- 
ficate. Unquestionably many cases of cardiovascu- 
lar disease were disguised under auch terms in the

Answer—It is harmless, and I believe every one, 


child or adult, should cat some raw vegetable or 
cereal as well as raw fruit every day, as a health 
habit. Probably your fired feeling and sallow'ness 
arc due to too close confinement in the foul air and 
now that winter is over jou should endeavor to 
set your ultraviolet ray treatment in the free sun- 
shine. Suit your own taste—one person prefers to 
munch raw potato, another raw carrot, another raw 
cucumber, another raw cabbage. 'iV quart of oats 
probably yields SOO calories—a poundT yiek's l.SOO 
calories—so you should consider your 'oats ration 
equivalent to a small meal in nutriment.

It is interesting to note that two 


men high in public life arc quoted in 
two current 
magazines 
concerning 


their opinion of women on juries. Clar- 
ence Barrow, probably the niost hu- 
mane, clear-thinking attorney • who 
ever stood before a judge, says several 
things on the subject. 


He says that because women accept 


their present jury duties with better 
grace than men and welcome the op- 
portunity to serve, rather than mako 
any and every attempt to evade, is 
no proof that they are more adapted 
to this work, nor more civicly con- 
scious than n*n. 


' "It's a new thing to women,", says 


Darrow. "A new- pastime, new toy, 
new emotion. , Jury service gives wo- 
men the same thrill that a shopping 
spree does. But I doubt if eventually 
the woman 'in business will be any 
more anxious to lose her \time and 
money for jury service than, a man. 
or that the society woman will be any 
more eager to cancel a bridge tea for 
jury duty than her husband to forfeit 
his golf or chance to make garden." 


And I, for one, do not see how any 


woman can quarrel with that state- 
ment. 


HOW ABOUT PROPERTY? 


"Women, .Darrow continues, rarely 


own property unless it has been ac- 
quired by inheritance 
from a male 


relative .and all property cares arc 
turned over to other males. Why 
then, reasons he, should juries which, 
nine times out of ten, are concerned 
with property cases, be made up of 
women who know little about proper- 
ty rights? 


That argument is weaker in this 


day when any real estate concern will 
and does say that it includes as many, 
if not more, women clients than men. 


3Ir. Darrow meets this argument by 


merely saying that the majority of 
women who still choose marriage in 
preference to "career" is so over- 
whelming as to make this problem 
null and void. 


Then he says that jury duty calls 


for the discussion of matters which so- 
cial custom has always confined as 
conversational matters to only the 
most intimate relationships and that 
any uprooting of this custom, making 
It possible for mixed juries to imper- 
sonally consider "such subjects"' would 
result in general havoc and destruc- 
tion.

Washington—More than

ago the German embassy 
here ad 


vcrtised In the newspapers a warnin; 
to Americans against sailing through 
the war zone on British ships. 


That was the beginning of the storj 


of the Lusitania, which was torpedoe< 
six days later near Ireland with los 
of 124 Americans, whose deaths prov 
ed the greatest single factor in push 
ing us into war with 'Germany. 


The Incident is now being closed. I 


was within a week or two of May 7 
the thirteenth anniversary of the Lu 
sitania catastrophe, that 
the heir, 


and survivors of the American vie 
tinis began to receive 
the 52,500,000 


damages awarded them by the Mixed 
r'laims Commission against Germany 


Most of the money has been pan 


and the rest will be doled out as fas 
as the remaining successful claimants 
file their applications with the trea- 
sury under provision of 
the War 


Claims Act. That act proved for im 
mediate payment of all death and per- 
sonal injury claims and all claims un 
der 5100,000. The other claims 
are 


being paid by installments. The mon- 
ey will really come from Germany 
but as it is being collected over a 75- 
year period -under-the Dawes plan 
Congress decided to take care of the 
American claimants while 
some ol 


them remained alive.

The Mixed Claims Commission, un- 


der the umpireship of Judge Edwin B. 
Parker of Texas, started 
out with 


nearly 12,500 claims for an aggregate 
of nearly $1,500.000,000. It scaled them 
down to awards of about 5200,000,000. 
With one American and one German 
member, plus Parker, it liandled both 
American claims and those of Ger- 
many for war-seized property of her 
nationals. 


Four millions were awarded for 384 


American death and personal injury 
claims, the greater part of this in- 
volving the Lusitania fatalities. 


These Lusitania awards were made 


strictly on the basis of what1 the death 
of a passenger meant in financial loss 
to the luir. 


For the death of Mr. and Mrs. El- 


bert Hubbard the heirs received $57.- 
500—525,000 to Elbert 
Hubbard II, 


57500 to Katherine Hubbard and $25.- 
000 to Miriam Hubbard. 
Elbert and 


Katherine were children by Hubbard's 
first marriage; Miriam by his second. 
Elbert and Miriam were heirs to Hub- 
bard's $400,000 estate. Two sons of 
the first marriage, Ralph and San 
ford, were awarded nothing by th<? 
commission because their father had 


not contributed to their support for a 
long time before his death.

The estate of Alfred C. Vamlcrbilt 


entered a $250,000 claim and was not 
alolwcd anything. Vandcrbllt had spent 
nearly $300,000 a year on himself and 
family, but he had left 515,000,000 to 
his widow and two children and It 
was shown that he had not been add- 
ing to his estate. Hence the decision 
that his death was no financial loss to 
the heirs. 


Aged sisters of Charles Frohman,
